Scott-Referee trial before Lord Cole- 
ridge, of Mr. Redwood, an actor at the 
Imperial theatre. He was a spectator 
in the gallery, and became so interested 
in listening to the evidence and the 
Speeches that when he looked at his 
watch he found be hafl barely time to 
reach his dressing room and. dinnerless, 
prepare to fill his part in "the bill of 
the play." But the gallery door was 
locked and the usher temporarily away. 
Impatiently Mr. Redwood knocked, not 
once but thrice. 
Then Chief Justice 


Coleridge himself rapped. 
Silence fell 


on the court and he said: "Go, usher, 
and find the disturber and bring him 
here that the court may dispatch him 
where his knocking will be, less objec- 
tionable.'1 This the aetor heard and 
realized his dilemma. He did not hesi- 
tate. Tbe moment the usher opened 
the door to arrest him the actor aston- 
ished the usher by butting him violent- 
ly in a vital spot, knocked him head 
over heels, and, ''standing not upon the 
order of his going," made excellent time 
for the Imperial. 
The next day he 


apologized to the court by letter, and, 
the circumstances having been ex- 
plained, the matter dropped. What 
would Lord Coleridge have done with 
Guiteau had ho sat in the place of 
Judge Cox 1

Chili during bis first term as United 
States Minister, Henry Meigs, the great

while waiting to close his contract with 
Peru, had become bankrupt, asked Kil- 
patrick to scrape together every cent 
he had and lend it to him. 
Against 


his family's advice, he drew $1,700 
from the bank, and borrowed $100 to 
live on until his installment of salary 
was due. A month later the contract 
with Meigs was made, and he sent Kil- 
patrick a check for $15,000. 
He also 


offered him $5,000 a year as manager, 
but another American accepted wiiile 
he hesitated, and, as he said, made the 
greatest mistake of his life. His in- 
come from politics, and his lectures en- 
abled him to "farm it" quite luxuriously 
in New Jersey. 
He kept thirty cows, 


and sold "gilt-edged butter," and al- 
lowed his pigs to run wild in the woods, 
and etjoycd chasing them with his vis- 
itors on a Sunday afternoon.

pended Until To- 


morrow. 


Gossip with Regard to a New 


Trial. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—After fif- 


teen minutes spent in receiving peti- 
tions, the senate went into executive 
session and unanimously confirmed the 
nominations of Benjamin H. Brewster 
to be attorney general, and J. C. Ban- 
croft; Davis to be assistant secretary of 
state. 


The doors were then reopened and, 


on motion of Mr. Allison, authority was 
given lor printing the testimony to be 
taken and the papers produced in the 
investigation by the committee on ap- 
propriations of the accounts for the 
expenditures of the appropriations by 
the executive department. 


Mr. Williams introduced a bill for 


the establishment of a bureau of animal 
industry, and to prevent the exportation 
of diseased cattle and the spread of in- 
fectious diseases among domestic cat- 
tle, lleferred. 


Mr. Sherman introduced a bill to 


facilitate the decision of controverted 
questions in the customs revenue, and 
amending the lawa in relation to revenue 
duties.

gages on real estate; also for the relief 
of owners and purchasers of land sold 
for direct taxes in (he insurrectionary 
states. 


The call was interrupted to allow the 


oath of office to be administered to Mr. 
Deuster, of Wisconsin, and was imme- 
diately resumed. 


By Mr. Atkins, to abolish taxes and 


restrictions on the sale of leat' tobacco 
in the hands of producers; a so to re- 
duce the tax on manufactured tobacco.

WASHINGTON, December 19.—The 


intelligence last night, of the illness of 
a juror's wife was followed this moraine 
by the announcement of her death. It 
drew a larger crowd than usual up and 
about the City Hall. The court room 
was packed, although it was well known 
thai the trial would not go on. 
There 


was a great curiosity to see the prison- 
er since his beard has been removed, 
and to know what the court was going 
to do. Guiteau's appearance is wonder- 
fully improved by shaving—so much so 
that the fact occasions general com- 
ment. His mouth is clean, and but for 
the malicious curl of the lip would be 
handsome. A good deal of sympathy 


was felt for the unhappy juror, who had 
suddenly been deprived of bis wile. 
He 


came in showing every evidence of 
mental prostration, and had scarcely 
taken his seat when he bowed his head 
upon his hands, and buried his tear- 
stained face in his handkerchief. 
The 


court-room, full of curious people, was 
hushed and the announcement of the 
Deputy Marshal that there would be no 
trial to-day did not have the 
effect ot 


making a single person rise to go out. 


When the District Attorney rose 


somewhat later, and asked the concur- 
rence of the counsel that the 
oiflictcd 


juror might be allowed to go to his 
home and administer the last sad rites 
to his wife, every word fell upon the 
silent audience with the solemnity of 
the first words of a funeral 
oration. 


The juror himself fobbed convulsively, 
and a large portion of the audience 
' was deeply affected. 


The case went over by general can- 


sent till Wednesday, and this consent 
will leave the jury intact. 


Among lawyers here there is an im- 


pression that the death of Juror Hobbs' 
wife, and his absence to attend the fu- 
neral, will eventuate a 
new trial. 


j While counsel on both sides consented 
that Eobbs should attend the funeral, 
the idea is that the defense, if necessa- 
ry, will make use of it in an effort to get 
a new trial, provided the present trial 
ends in a conviction. The court is de- 
sirous of according the defense every 
right and privilege out of abundant cau- 
tion against the possibility of hanging 
a man not mentally responsible. 
Some 


lawyers think this precaution, in the 
event it is claimed Juror Iloutej com- 
munication and conversation influenced 
his mind, and provided of course the 
verdict will be one of guilty, the Court 


j will grant a new trial. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. ID.—The crimin- 


al court opened at 11 o'clock and Guit- 
eau was escorted to his seat by the 
officers. 
The announcement was im- 


mediately made of the death of the wife 
of Juryman Ilobbs, and the court ad- 
journed until Wednesday. 


Scoville is reported as saying that 


he thinks Guiteau is spoiling his case 
as far as he can. 
Guitean does not 


appear to be able to see what is to come 
from the questions Scoville asks wit- 
nesses. 
When Scoville lays the foun- 


dation for contradicting witness, Guit- 
eau does positive injury to himself and 
spoils the whole thing by correcting the 
witness on the spot and putting him on 
his guard.
